First Forecast of the Spring Oilseed Crops of Bengal, 1927-28. 





(Nor#.—On an average of the five years ending 1925-26, the area ander linseed in Bongal has represented some $4 
per cent. and that under rape and mustard 11°6 per cent. of the total area under these crops in British India.) 


lanatory.—Three forecasts are issued for ‘the spring oilseed crops, The present 
one deals with the area sown and the condition of the crops. 

Area sown.—Oilseeds are grown chiefly in the Rajshabi, Dacca and Presidency 
Divisions. In the other two divisions, the cultivation is small. The total area under these 
crops (excepting sesamum for which separate forecasts are issued) is returned at 858°500 
acres this year as against 924-200 and 936°500 acres, respectively, in the corresponding and 
final forecasts of last year. 

Character of the season.—'be rainfall in September was above the normal in the 
Chittagong and in parts of the Rajshahi and Dacca Divisions, while elsewhere it was 
deficient. In October the rainfall was below the normal, except only in Jalpaiguri, Mymen- 
singh, Chittagong and the Chittagong Hil) Tracts where it was in excess, The preparatory 
tillage for tbe crops, as a consequence, commenced generally under favourable conditions. 
Dry weather since the latter part of October also was helpful to sowings which were 
generally normal, except only in parts of West und North Bengal, owing to lack of adequate 
soil-moistnre, ‘The present condition of the crops is fair on the whole, except in the districts 
of Nadia, Burdwan, Rajghahi und Malda where it is reported to be poor.
